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“This morning we go out of town to a 
house of Dr. Delaney’s called Deiville;" 
we carry a cold scrap with us and propose 


spending the day very agreeably; tt és} 


about three miles off." 
HUS wrote Mrs. Pendarves to Mrs. 
Anne Granville, under date 9th 
October, 1731. A few words may be said 
about the writer of the Jetter, and the cir- 
cumstances in which it was written. _ 

Mary Granville was born in 1700 at 
her father’s house, Coulston, in Wiltshire. 
At seventeen years of age she was forced 
by her uncle, Lord Lansdowne, to marry 
a Cornish gentleman named Pendarves, 
who was ‘fat, gouty, a prodigious ‘taker 
of snuff,’’ and sixty ‘years of age. She 
appears to have been a model v.ife—she 
had mary temptations to be otherwise, 
but we cannot wonder if she looked on 
her widowhood, which came when she was 
twenty-four, as relief and freedom. We 
are not interested in her movements till 
the year 1731, when she decided to visit 
Treland. 

Here I pause for a moment to tell “my 
female readers the things that Mrs. Pen- 
darves picked up by degrees for her Irish 
expedition. ‘‘I have bought,’’ she writes, 
““a gown and petticoat; ‘tis a very fine 
blue satin, sprigged all over with white, 
and the petticoat facings and endings 
bordered in the manner of .a lining wove 
in the silk. This suit of clothes cost me 
sixteen pounds, and yesterday I bought:a 
pink-coloured damask for seven shillings a 
yard, the prettiest colour I ever saw for a 
night gown.”’ 

WEATHER-BOUND AT CHESTER. 


With these and other dressy treasures 
safely trunked. she got to Chester, where, 
on the 10th September, 1751, she wrote 
that she was weatherbound. We have no 
details of the voyage across, save that, 
considering the time of year, it was a good 
one, but, at all events, she got safely to 
Dublin, and on the 22nd September was 
at the Bishop of Killala’s house in At. 
Stephen’s Green. Let us hear how it 
looked in her English eyes nearly two 
hundred years ago :— 

“ The apartments are handsoine and fur- 
nished with gold-coloured damask, statues 
‘and busts and pictures, that the bishop 
brought with him from Italy. A universal 
cheerfulness reigns in the house. They keep 
a very handsome table, six dishes of meat 
are constantly at dinner, and six plates at 
supper.”’ 

Thus began a visit to Ireland.that lasted 
till April, 1735. i 

I suppose most oí us think that what- 
ever our eyes have been familiar with, 
since. they noticed things at all, was 
always as it is and where it is. It_is 
something of a shock to reflect that when 
the good lady moved about Dublin there 
was not any Carlisle Bridge, and that 
Lower Sackville street and Westmoreland 
street, as we know them, did not exist. 
Such buildings as the Four Courts and 
the Custom House were unthought of, and 
the Parliament House in College Green 
was only building. The Provost's. House 
was not there at all. Grafton street, our 
fashionable shopping centre, was a residen- 
tial district, and I think I am correct in 
saying the Lords Dunsany, Kinsale and 
Grandison were among those whose houses, 
“with gardens and green fields attached,”’ 
gave the street distinction. Squares and 
streets that had not even been laid out 
have had tiie to become fashionable and 
to decay into faded mediocrity since Mrs. 
Pendarves stepped out of the house in St. 
Stephen's Green and looked about her. 


AN ODD COMPANION. . 

So we come to the 9th -October, 1731, 
when, as set out in the opening para- 
graph, our widow was to pay her visit to 
a house of which years after she was to 
be the happy mistress, and at which, lon; 
hefore then, she was to meet one who 
struck her as ‘‘an odd companion, one 
who talked a great deal and did not 
— many answers, who had infinite 
spirits, and who said an abundance of 

things in his ordinary discourse.’’ 
wift was sixty-four when she thus 
described him. 

This year 1731 was that in which the 
Dablin Society, now our well-known 
“ R.D.S.," was founded, but I have not 
found any reference to it in the corre- 
spondence. If Mrs. Pendarves had the 
erdinary sense of the change and chance 
of this transitory world, she would scarcely 
have thought that nearly two centuries 
Jater the Society would be the wonderfully 
active and important institution that it is 
to-day. We can, however, readily under- 
stand her overlooking its foundation, and 
ra cón to tell us that she saw Peg 

offington—then a child of twelve—act 
Polly in “ The Beggar's Opera,” that she 
was one of a mighty crowd who thronged 
St. Patrick’s Cathedral on St. Cecilia’s 
Day, and that she danced night into morn- 
ing at many a ball. It was at one of 
these that “ Capt. Folliatt, six feet high, 
black, and awkward, ramping, roaring, 
shook her arms off, crushed h-r toes to 
atoms, and every moment did some 
blundering thing and as often asked My 
Lady’s pardon.”’ 


THE CUSTOMS TROUBLE.§ 


It is something of a surprise to find the 
Customs were a trouble then as now. 
Writing to one of her English friends, 
Mrs. Pendarves, after relating how she 
had just bought some Irish poplin at 
sixteen pence per yard, goes on :— 

“I wish I could convey a suit to you, 
but they are prohibited. However, I will, 
when I return, try if I can cheat for you. 
gi | vers & a «fil ga loves here, but | 
shall no able ou ‘ 
are prohibited.’’ = 

As her stay in Dublin lengthens the 
name of Dr. Delaney creeps oftener into 
her letters, and we, wise after the event, 
begin to discern a growing interest in that 
reverend gentleman. His house was evi- 
dently a favourite resort, as might well be 
imagined when it is remembered that, in 
addition to a personal interest in the host, 
Mrs. Pendarves had the privilege of listen- 
ing to Swift’s flashes of caustic wit across 
the dinner table. it may be assumed thai 
he railed at many things, and, perhaps, 
some of his bitterness touched Mrs. Pen- 
darves’s pen when she turned her own 


The 
the most revealing part of it. She had 
written to the Dean and had apparently 
said what she wanted to say, and had 
signed her letter. Then comes this 
below the ture: “I beg my com- 

iiments to all friends that remem- 

' me, but icularly to Dr. 
Delaney.”’ Significant, sutely, and 
indicative that  postecripts were much 
the same in the eighteenth as 
in all the other centuries. But it was 
not all plain sailing for her. Her rela- 
tives were powerful—titles meant more 
then than, perhaps, they mean now-—~and 
there’ was strenuous opposition to love- 
making with a mere parson. Yet she won. 
Eight years have passed, and she is again 
in Dublin, but this time she is Mra 
Delaney :— 

““I am now in Dames street (date 12th 
July) waiting for the Raree show of the 
City Militia, who are in all their regimen- 
tals. Last Sunday I made my first appear- 
ance at St Warbor’s Church (St. 
Werbuargh’s).”” 

Here the Militia passing along Dame 
street interrupted her. She thought them 
a noble sight and exp her satisfac- 
tion in the feeling that there were so 
many brave men to defend the people in 
the event of a French invasion. One 
recalls the Duke of Wellington’s marginal 
note on the scheme for establishing an 
English Volunteer Force at a much ‘later 
date. The scheme stipulated that the 
Volunteers should not be asked to leave 
England. ‘‘ Unless the country be invaded 
by a foreign foe’’ was the Duke’s comment. 

Mrs. Delaney reverts to the view of 
Dublin Harbour and tells Mrs. Dewes, her 
correspondent, that, being always full of 
shipping, the harbour makes a lovely 
picture, and then she ends with this :— 

“What with reading, prating, walking, 
backgammon, and  puss-in-the-corner. the 
hours of the day and evening fly all too 
fast.” 

They always do when one is happy. 


TROUBLE IN SCOTLAND. 


Bonnie Prince Charlie, fhat picturesque 
battler for a throne, was giving trouble 
just then, and there was a slight flutter 
of uneasiness as the autumn days of 1745 
brought early twilight about the home in 
Glasnevin... News moved slowly in those 
bygone days and had to be taken with 
caution. But.eumour, if it be favourable 
to our inclinations, is readily believed. and 
something. ofthe kind had travelled to 
Dublin “at a date that we now know did 
not justify the optimism of Mrs. 
Delaney. 

“We are very quiet,’ she wrote on the 
3rd October,.1745, “ and likely to continue

Writing to Mrs. Dewes on the 6th 
April, 1751, very nearly one hundred and 
eighty years ago, Mrs. Delaney, referring 
to a book just published, said, “ You do 
not recommend it, so I shall no! buy it.” 
The italics are hers, and I suppose her 
view was that of many other matrons. If 
the elders tabooed it, what chance had it 
of reaching the younger ones in a day 
when mothers did supervise their 
dau@hters’. readin?

Certain of Dublin's Southern townships, 
notably Pembroke and Rathmines, leave 
much to be desired in the condition in 
which long sections of their public foot- 
paths are kept. 

Just now, when summer sunshine draws 
large numbers out of doors, o-e cannot 
but notice the marked contrast ir the state 
of the public highway for the motorist and 
the humble pedestrian. «For tne former 
things are ideal; but for the latter dis- 
comfort hardly would be worse if a stony 
beach were being trodden. The pathway 
froni Donny 
to Stillorgan has many patches so bad as 
to force one to take to the carriage-way. 
It is disfigured with ruts and ugly depres- 
sions and scars of rough shingle, while the 
surface of the road is like polished metal. 

Along the Templeogue road, which on 
summer evenings always has been one of 
the most popular of suburban walks, 
matters are far from satisfactory, and the 
Urban Council might opportunely direct 
the attention of its surveyor to these 
obvious defects.

High Commissioner for Free State. 


I understand it is quite on the tapis 
that the British Government intend ap- 
vinting a High Commissioner to the Irish 
ree State. This is one of the changes 
that the decisions of the last Empire 
Conference renders necessary. Silently, 
but, nevertheless, surely and completely, 
the British Empire is undergoing change. 
In fact, it may be asserted that a historic 
revolution is being effected almost with 
out the public’s knowledge. 

In the new conception of the British 
Empire the Governor-General no longer 
represents the British Government. He 
is simply the representative of the King 
in the Constitution of each Dominion. 
This being so, and as the Governor- 
General does not now receive and send on 
official in NS for the Dominion Depart- 
ment, is Majesys Government in 
Great Britain (this is the new íorm of 
words) must have another intermediary 
between itself and the various 
Dominions. This position in Canada 
has been given to Sir William H. Clark, 
with the title of High Commissioner. 

It is anticipated that a similar appoint- 
ment to the Irish Free State may be 
shortly announcec. 


Hiring Fairs. 


Visitors to any town in the nine 
counties of Ulster will witness strange 
scenes during the next few weeks, as t 
half-yearly (May and November) hiring 
fairs will be in progress. Masters and 
servants crowd into the local markets for 
these fairs, the one, perhaps, to seek new 
farm hands, the other to get a better job 
end renew acquaintance with friends from 
other districts. Business is extremely 
brisk in the shops, as the servants having 
the past half-year’s wages to spend buy 
presents for their friends and enjoy them- 
selves before beginning the new term's 
work on the land. 

When fixing up for a new half-year it is 
customary for an employer to give an em- 
ployé a small sum of money to seal the 
bargain. Should any dispute or breach 
of the arrangement take place, the 
aggrieved party can obtain damages in the 
Petty Sessions Courts for any loss that 
occurs. This seldom happens, and, on the 
whole, masters and servants are well satis- 
fied, and are faithful to the traditions that 
have grown up round these old and 
popular fixtures. 


The Dublin “ Zoo.” 


A correspondent wrifes from London :— 
The London “ Zoo’’ has had its centenary, 
and, from a recent issue of your paper, 
see that the Dublin “Zoo’’ will have the 
same in a not very distant future. 

Dublin, I am sure, will celebrate the 
occasion, when it comes, in some way that 
will not only give pleasure to its citizens, 
who are so justly proud of their “ Zoo,”’ 
but will be beneficial to the animals, where 
improvements may be desirable. I have 
no doubt at all, and, indeed, it is evident 
that these are excellently cared for, and 
it is always a pleasure to go and see them. 
But for me (and, perhaps, for some others) 
there is one exception now. It is the old 
Polar bear in the pit.

| Seven-a-Side Rughy. 


The annual seven-a-side Rugby tourna- 
ment at Twickenham has ended. The pro- 
ceeds are devoted to the splendid purpose 
of the rebuilding of the Middlesex Cancer 
Hospital. 

A feature of the tournament, writes a 
correspondent, was the excellent display 
of the Edgeware team—possibly the 
second best side in the competition. They 
gave the ultimate winners, the Harlequins, 
quite a hard game in the first semi-final, 
the ‘Quins having to put in “every 
ounce ' in order to snatch a victory. 

History records that the first game of 
seven-a-side football was yed at Mel- 
rose, near the Scottish r, in the 
season 1882-83. The Melrose Club found 
themselves short of funds, and conceived 
the idea of an inter-club competition to 
replenish their finances. To assure com- 
pletion in one afternoon it was then de- 
cided that each match should last for 
fifteen minutes only, and each team be 
limited to seven men. The game soon be- 
came very popular in Scotland, as an end- 
of-the-season sporting and social function, 
and the crack cluba of the big cities vied 
with one another in a most enthusiastic 
rivalry in the tournaments. 

The first tournament at Twickenham 
took place in 1926, when the Harlequins 
and Blackheath contested the final, which 
resulted in a Harlequin victory.

Civil Servants’ Fires.

It is also the prac- 
tice to allow the typists to have fires a 
little longer than the male officials. 

The charwomen, or, rather, female office 
cleaners, are, however, of the vpinion that 
it is quite long enough to clean and set 
fires from October 1st to April 30th.

ECCENTRICITIES OF 
FAMOUS PEOPLE. 


PROBLEM PICTURES AT 
THIS YEAR’S ACADEMY. 


————

Genius! How strange, how suffering, how 
cruel, how wonderful thou art !—Voltaire. 


FuE Royal Academy Exhibition will 
shortly be opened; and, as we are 
promised more than cone curious, or 
“problem,” picture on view, we are re- 
minded of the strange ways of genius. 
These curious children of the artists 
brains will include the last six “ psychic ” 
pictures of the late Charles Sims, R.A., of 
which the President of the Royal 
Academy, Sir Frank Dicksee, has said 
that the subjects are “unearthly,” and 
that they are garish in colour and adorned 
with odd quotations of which he has 
never heard. 

These strange fantasies affect all forms 
of art-painting, sculpture, music, litera- 
ture, poetry. This yeas marks the fourth 
centenary of the death of Albrecht Ditrer, 
that weird German painter, some of whose 
prodigal output is stored away (for 
students only) in the British Museum. 
His art is strange, arresting and world- 
famous, and you may see replicas in any 
+) gy print-shop. Who does not know 
“The Knight, the Flesh and the Devil” 
in those old, ever-intriguing wood-cuts 
and copperplates of his? He was the in- 
ventor of etching. 

Diirer was the son of a goldsmith, and 
married a beautiful woman—his master’s 
daughter—when she was fifteen and he 
forty. 


SCHUBERT’S LURE. 


Music-loving cities like Leeds, Dublin, 
Cardiff, Norwich and Worcester—to say 
nothing of London—are particularly in- 
terested in Schubert, that handsome 
oddity of divine gifts. Yet he, like many 
another artist, had his terrible moments 
and his fits of depression. Everybody 
surely had heard his famous settings to 
the Shakespearian songs, “Hark, the 
Lark!’’ and “ Who is Sylvia?” written on 
the same day, the former in a tavern. 

He had a bad time during his early 
days, but came into his own at the finish. 
He wrote at a headlong speed, never 
blotted a line, and the greater part of his 
work bears the mark of improvisation in 
consequence. Schubert has ben de- 
scribed as the greatest song-writer who 
ever lived. He poured out his treasure 
with a lavish hand, even when he fel] in 
love with Therese Grob, who was a good 
singer, and a good comrade. “I write all 
day,” he once confessed, 


“and when I 
have finished one piece, I begin another.”’ 


At the real birth of his fame he con- 
ceived a hopeless passion for his pupil, 
Countess Caroline Esterhazy. The song 
l’Addio is said to have been written to 
her. It is one of the most beautiful 
things in lyric history; and there is no 
doubt that once more he was madly in 
love with a new ideal, yet still tormented 
by that ever present love, the poetry of 
music. 

Besides lending his art to that ol 
Shakespeare. he produced “Songs from 
Sir Walter Scott,” and for this he received 
£20, the ‘largest sum he had ever yet 
received for any composition. Just when 
he was putting forth his gyeatest abun- 
dance, he was stricken with typhoid fever. 
and died after a fortnight’s illness: And 
so, adieu to another strange genius! 

Alfred Gilbert, who has just become un- 
official Court sculptor, and whose beauti- 
ful Eros was, until it was removed # the 
Embankment Gardens, the spirit of 
Piccadilly, has come back to London after 
a voluntary effacement on the Continent. 
He will work on Royal memorials. 

Once, when executing an effigy of the 

Duke of Clarence—brother of King 
George—he did not like it, and smashed 
it. King Edward (then Prince of Wales), 
who saw this. was much grieved. It was, 
he said. the best likeness of his son that 
he had ever seen. The bust should not 
have been destroyed without his permis- 
sion; but Gilbert had other views! 
Nevertheless, he has just completed the 
Clarence Memorial in the Albert Chapel 
at Windsor, and is now at work on. the 
Queen Aletandra Memorial, .which is to 
contain the figures of Faith, Hope and 
Charity. 
_ Did not Euclid throw some of his books 
in the fire, to the joy of every Smith 
Minor?. Handel, Mozart and Wacener 
are said to have torn up their compositions 
in disgust, either because they did not 
like them or did not like their patrons. 
Likewise, Paderewski, after he had 
‘‘ broadcasted ” recently, burst into 
tears. Of a happier temperament is 
Peachmann, who jokes with his incom- 
parable playing. Great singers, on the 
other hand, will stop suddenly if there 
is much coughing or fidgeting in the 
audience. 


MUSICAL “TIFF.” 


In every department of art you will find 
these little kinks of genius. Did not 
Gilbert and Sullivan quarrel over a strip 
of carpet, and so wrote finis to one of the 
most ideal partnerships in wit and music 
that the world has known ? 

Several humorists whom I have known 
were sad men—a comedian who could not 
be laughed at on the football field. Jerome 
K. Jerome, and Dan Leno, who died giving 
away fabulous cheques, and so forth. The 
late James Welch, who starred in “The 
New Clown” and other farces, once told 
me that he was appalled at rehearsals 
because the author of one rollicking farce 
would sit in the stalls and elower at him 
‘like a cemetery on a wet Ye

He did not believe that the future of the 
Irish language depended on the election of a 
Leas-Ceann Comhairle (Deputy Speaker) who 
knew Irish, as much as on the general policy, 
and particularly on the policy as it operated 
in the schools, and in appointments to which 
young people might aspire. He did not think 
that the appointment of a TLeas-Ceann 
Comhairle who knew Irish was going to in- 
fluence the attitude of teachers or scholars. 
They could do no good for the Irish language 
by appointing a person simply because he had 
a knowledge of Irish, but who was not likely 
to fill the position satisfactorily. He believed 
that that sort of thing would have reactions 
that could only damage the Irish language. 
Mr. MONGAN (Government, Galway) said 
that there was now a great deal of talk about 
Irish, because there was a position of £1,000 
a year going. He thought it was a greater 
shame for people who knew Irish not to 
speak it than for ‘people not to know Irish 


at all. } 

' ONE REASON. 

Mr. F. AIKEN (F.F., Louth) said that one 
oí the rincipal reasons why deputies who 
knew Irish did not speak in Irish was that 
they had to write out their speeches after- 
wards, and he wendered how many of those 
who spoke in English would write out their 
speeches in English afterwards. If that 
Assembly was supposed to be the Assembly 
of Irish deputies then it should give a lead 
to the Irish IE in the matter of the Irish 
language. f there was to be any handicap 
on speaking in that House it should be on 
speaking English, and not on speaking Irish. 
hey should have a staff of rters who 
would have a competent knowledge of Irish, 
and who would be able to report the speeches 
in Irish.

A PROTEST. 


Mr. SEAN LEMASS (F.F., Dublin South) 
said that he protested against the Minister 
for Finance lecturing Deputy O'Kelly and 
other members of the House on decorum. 
The impression that he got from the speech 
of the Minister was that Deputy O’Kelly had 
not a sufficient knowledge of what decorum 
was. He (Mr. Lemass) wondered if the 
Minister would consider the Minster for 
Fisheries as a suitable nomination for the 
position, The Minsiter for Fisheries had a 
competent knowledge of Irish, and the 
country would be glad to get rid of him from 
his present position. is knowledge of 
decorum was exemplary, and they could re- 
member a day when in reply to a question 
from these benches the Minister used the 
expression “Put a sock in it.” Both from 
the point of view of knowledge of Irish and 
qualifications Deputy O’Kelly was admirably 
suited to the position. 

President COSGRAVE said that the debate 
had revealed a change of attitude on the part 
of deputies on the Fianna Fail benches with 
regard to the salary attaching to the position. 
There had also been a change of attitude on 
the part of the Labour Party, for in June 
last leaders of that Party held the view that 
there should be no salary attached to the 
position, 
He believed that Mr. Morrissey was well 
qualified for the office. He would bring to 
it many years’ experience of the business of 
the House and untiring industry, all of which 
would counterbalance for any disadvantage 
that he might suffer from because of not 
knowing the Irish language. 

Captain REDMOND (N.L., Waterford) 
said that as far as he could gather. Mr. 
de Valera’s reason for opposing the election 
of Mr. Morrissey was t he had not a 
sufficient knowledge of Irish. For that 
reason alone he would be constrained to vote 
against Mr. de Valera’s motion, because he 
always maintained that Irish should not be 
made an essential subject for an appointment 
that was not concerned with the Irish 
language. He hoped that the policy would 
not be continued of giving preference to 
ns with a knowledge of Irish while lack- 
ing other qualifications which other candi- 
dates had for posts in the public service. 

Mr. 8. McEN TEE (F.F., Dublin County)

Mr. F. FAHY (F.F., Galway) moved in 
Irish a resolution, of which the following 36 
a translation :—‘‘ That it is the opinion of 
the Dail that the measures recommended in 
the White Paper, entitled ‘Statement of, 
Government Policy on Recommendations of 
the (Gaeltacht) Commission ' will not suffice 
to save the Gaeltacht, and that the Govern- 
ment ought to lay down a definite scheme and 
devote to it a certain sum of money in order 
to put the feasible recommendations into 
operation without further delay.

they were bound nationally and in honour to 
give effect to the s b ht 
in the Commission, He maintained that 
the White Paper was not in accordance with 
the sentiments expressed in the Commission’s 


report, 
£2,000,000 NEEDED. 

In order to solve the problem of the Gael- 
tacht satisfactorily and to establish such 
industries as would maintain the population, 
he thought that a capital of £2,000,000 would 
be necessary. He agreed with Mr, Blythe 
when the Minister said that were it not for 
the national and language problems associated 
with the Gaeltacht the best solution would 
be to clear the Gaeltacht, 

He was not so despondent in regard to the 
fishing industry as was the Minister. They 
could assume three propositions—they had 
the fish on the west coast, they had the fisher- 
men and they had the market at home. 

Mr. BLYTHE—The first only, the other two 
doubtful. 

Mr. FAHY said that they would have to 
develop transport, and, above all, to maintain 
& constant supply. The whole-time fisher- 
man should be looked after, and standard 
boats would be required for the home market, 
and possibly a few trawlers for the high seas. 
Curing stations would be required at the 
principal fishing ports... - 

He suggested that they could send twenty 
young men to Norway to learn fishing and 
curing, so that they in time could teach those 
at home. That might not be economic for 
some time, but it would give employment and 
keep the young people at home. 

MIGRATION. 

The migration that had been taking place 
was not on a large enough scale. It should 
be a parish area, and, if there was such a 
parish within reasonable distance of Dublin 
it would have excellent results for the Irish 
language. The sooner they had the Afforesta- 
tion Bill the better, and he urged that pro- 
vision should be made for the setting up of 
shelter belts in districts which at present 
might not be considered suitable for plant- 
ing. i 
In regard to education, he said that he 
feared the colleges were not becoming as 
Gaelic as they should be. They should 
cultivate the language in the Gaeltacht itself, 
and he urged that an agricultural colony: 
such as that outlined in the report, should be 
set up—say, at Athenry—and a séhool of 
domestic economy in Donegal. Continuation 
schools were esentialy even if only half the 
number recommended by the Commission 
were established. 

ASSISTANCE. i 
Mr. O'CLEARY (F.F., Mayo) said that, the 
motion had been brought in to try to assist 
by criticism and suggestions in the evolving 
of a scheme by which the Gaeltacht could be 
saved. The question should be treated as 
an emergency one. The position of the 
children in the Gaeltacht at the present time 
was a disgrace to any civilised community. 
They had growing in these areas weaklings, 
who n the years to come would become 
burdens on the rates. 
No one party could save the Gaeltacht. 
They must have the united action of the Dail 
if any thing was to be done. 
Mr. FIONAN LYNCH, Minister for 
Fisheries, said that the deputies on his side 
the House faced that question in the 
spirit in which the Fianna Fail spokesmen 
said that party approached it. They were not 
facing it in any party spirit. It was a 
problem that he knew more about, than any 
j} deputy in the House, because his official 
position had brought him most intimately 
into touch with it for the past five years. 
While he reciprocated the sentiments of 
Deputy Fahy, he thought that there was a 
danger that that debate would not have an 
uplifting effect on the people of the Gaeltacht. 
here was just the danger that one 
might say too much, might pat them 
too much on the back, and say they 
were grand fellows, and that they need 
never do anything for themselves, that 
the Government would do everything for 
them. He was as anxious as any Deputy to 
do as much as he could for the Gaeltacht, 
but he would like Deputies to feel that there 
was a danger, for if there were any persons 
in the country who were susceptible to that 
kind of talk it was those very persons in the 
‘Gaeltacht. 

Deputy Fahy had been sentimental about 
spreading the Irish language out from the 
Gaeltacht. He reminded the Deputy of the 
differences in the language movement some 
fifteen years or more ago as to the best way 
of saving the language, whether it should 
be from the Gaeltach out, or from Dublin, 
where they had a live enthusiastic Gaelic 
League and persons interested in the Irish 
language. e had an open mind on the 
matter then, and he had an open mind on it 


still. 
45 ADOPTED. 

Deputy Fahy had stated that there were 
82 recommendations in the report of the Com- 
mission and that 14 of them had been ac- 
cepted by the Government. Two of the re- 
commendations were definitions, and his read- 
ing of the White Paper was that of the 5Ú 
recommendations the Government had ac- 
cepted 45, as far as any reasonable person 
could accept them. Of the remaining 55, the 
Government had accepted, with modifica- 
tions, 17, rejected 14, and deferred four until 
the result of the Technical Education Com- 
mision was known. 

On the administrative side they had ac- 
cepted 15, on the economic side 17, and on 
the educational side 13, making a total of 465. 
They had accepted with modifications six on 
the administrative side, three on the. economic 
side, and eight on the educational side, 
making a total of 17. 

It was all very well to talk about ‘‘ the 
harvest of the sea,’’ and how easy it was to 
blossom forth into a full-blooded fishing in- 
dustry with a wave of a wand. '' You have,” 
he said, “ the fish in the sea, but there is 
only a limited number of fishermen. You 
have not a total of 2,000 whole-time fisher- 
men, but you have a big number of part-time 
fishermen. As far as the market is con- 
cerned, there are difficulties of transport, 
especially along the Western seaboard. 

| NOT FISH-EATERS. 
““ We are not a fish-eating people. We eat 
per head less fish than practically any other 
country in the world. it is all very fine in 
theory to say that we have the market and 
the transport, but in practice these matters 
are not easy, unless it is expected that the 
State should do everything.” i 
In the Gaeltacht they were going to do 


than by establishing a big trawling industry. 
Trawling would never give the employment 
in this country that would be given by in- 
shore fishing by part-time fishermen. “4 
His department was taking all the steps 
possible to revive the homespun industry. 

He believed that the vernment was 
“facing up” to the problems of the Gael- 
tacht. Within the White Paper a great deal 
could be done from the Irish language point 
of view and the economic point of view in 
the Gaeltacht. 

Mr. A. CASSIDY (Labour, Donegal) said 
that in the White Paper they were hardly 
getting the ghost of the recommendations of 
the Commission. 

Mr. McFADDEN (Govt., Donegal) said that 
in Donegal they recognised that the problem 
of saving the Gaeltacht under medern condi- 
tions was a tremendous ong, and that a 
solution could not be found in a day or in a 
year, or, perhaps, ten years. At the same 
time, they complained that the rate of pro- 
gress up to the present had been unduly 
slow, and the Government should see that

IRISH-SPEAKING PRIESTS. 
. Mr. 8. GOULDING [(F.F., Waterford) said 
that he was afraid that the interesta in the 
Gaeltacht was fading, and that many people 
would wish the Gaeltacht well out of the way.

lan The position in Wales was different 
from t in Ireland, because although not 
many more spoke the Welsh ge than 
spoke Irish, there was a conscious desire 
among the Welsh people to speak the 


language among themselves. 

e people who inherited the Irish 
language were its custodians, but the 
majority of them did not care whether they 
used it or not, but they used it simply 
because it was the language that came 
-@asiest to them. It was necessary that that 
point of view should be changed. 

MORE IN THE SCHOOLS. 

A great deal was’ being done in the schools, 
and more would be done; but that would 
not save the language, because it would die 
at the roots if the people in their homes, 
and the children oe ay out of those homes, 
did not. continue to be Irish speakers. 

They could not deal with the problem 
‘simply by economic remedies. They might 
do a great deal with the economic conditions 
of the people in the Gaeltacht, only, how 
ever, to have the language cast away from, 
them in the way that others in half-Irish 
speaking areas had done. 

The attitude that did exist could not be 
changed without some improvement in the 
conditions of the people. . Hé did not think 
that they could do anything by way of large- 
scale migration, as suggested by Deputy 
Fahy. Even if they took a hundred families 
from the Irish-speaking districts and put 
them in County Dublin, with the present 
spirit in regard to the language they. would, 
in a short time, be speaking English in 
their homes. 

TEACHERS. 

One of the things that they ought to try 
and do was to take young people from the 
Gaeltacht areas and make teachers of them. 
The present system in regard to preparatory 
colleges wind not enable that to be done. 
A proportion of the places in the preparatory 
colleges should be reserved for pupils of 
national schools in the rehabilitated areas, so 
as to secure that a substantial proportion of 
the future teachers would be men and women 
brought up in the districts where the home 
language was Irish. That would make the 
people ‘of those districts see that there was 
some material advantage in the heritage they 
had. 

It was arranged when some additional 
money was given to the Galway Coliege that 
a certain number of scholarships should be 
given to young people from the Irish-speak- 
ing districts. e setting up of an institute 
in Dublin for the training of young girls as 
nursery governesses could be made use of, 
as they would be more likely to remain in the 
country than if they were trained as domestic 
servants. 

It was necessary to try to make the people 


of these districts feel that there was a 
material advantage for them and their 
children in making a conscious . effort to 


retain Irish as the home language, and their 
attitude would be determined largely by the 
attitude of the rest of the country. They 
must get to the stage when any Irishman: who 
claimed to be educated, or could obtain se 
ublic appointment, should be a person who 
snew Irish. Hitherto the idea was that all 
the wealth, power. authority and influence 
was in the hands oi 4 who had no Irish 
at all. That must be reversed. They 
could only ‘io it comparatively slowly. 
BONUS NOT NECESSARY. 
He was satisfied that there was no necessity 
} for the payment of a bonus to Civil Servants 
in the Irish-speaking districts, and that the 
situation would be met by insisting rigidly on 
a knowledge of the language from those who 
,entered the service. The position with re- 
gard to teachers was different, and he was 
satisfied that, in order to retain the best 
teachers in the Gaeltacht areas, and to in- 
duce them to becor.> efficient, some special 
payment should be made. ee 

n order to maintain the population in the 
Gaeltacht and improve their condition, 1t 
would be worth while conducting some in- 
dustries, knowing that there would be some 
loss, but knowing also that the people would 
be earning what they were paid: But even 
if they had a considerable number of these 
industries, they could help only a few of the 
people. They could do something by extend- 
ing help to rural industries of various kinds. 
Something also could be done by reclamation, 
and a small beginning had been made. It 
was proposed to extend the work of reclama- 
tion on land. A great deal could be done by 
improving roads, and something could also be 
done by degrees in the movement of the 
populatién. A reasonable increase could be 
made in the holdings of those who remained. 

He believed that pupils from the poorer 
areas who went to the preparatory colleges 
should go there free, and, if necessary, should 
be clothed by the State. 

If a well-thought-out scheme were pro- 
pounded, it might be possible to face a period 
of five or seven years during which consider- 
able expenditure might be made, and to de- 
termine even whether, with that large ex- 
penditure, there could be considerable de- 
velopment of the fisheries. If such development 
took place, then the expenditure would have 
been justified. 

THE KERNEL. 

The problem was a vital one from the point 
of view of the continuance of Irish nationality ; 
but there was no use in discussing it from 
the point of view of the Gaeltac.:t alone. It 
seemed to him that the kernel of Mr. 
Fahy’s motion was that there should be 
some specified sum of money set aside 
for expenditure on the Gaeltacht. He (Mr. 
Blythe) did not think that there was. going to 
be any advantage to the Gaeltacht by fixing 
a sum, and spending it irrespective of the 
need. He thought it was better to face up 
to the need, and do what was practicable 
and useful, and what would give fair results 
for the money. 

The problem was always before the Govern- 
ment. They intended to do more than merely 
joining the Fisheries Department to the Land 
Commission under one Department. They 
were going to put an additional staff into the 
new Department—persons who would he able 
to examine all the problems arising in con- 
nection with the Gaeltacht, and help to de- 
vise specific remedies. 

The report of the Gaeltacht Commission, he 
admitted, was valuable; it gave them a survey 
of the problem on a scale which they had not 
got before, but all the recommendations con- 
tained in the report could not be carried out, 
because the Government had not money to 
burn. They were very anxious to help the 
Gaeltacht; but they must look at the money 
side of the question, and do things that were 
necessary, and do them in the ‘cheapest way. 
The Gaeltacht was his principal political ‘n- 
terest, and he was satisfied that the Goverr- 
ment had entered on the road by which they 
could best serve the Saorstat. 

Mr. FRANK CARNEY (F.F., Donegal) 
said that if the people in the Gaeltacht were 
well clothed and fed the language would take 
care of itself. 

HARD FACTS, 


Mr. P. HOGAN (Minister for Lands and 
Agriculture) said that Deputies should 
visualise the problem in a conerete way. To 
bis mind the problem was whether a man 
could support a wife and family on a 30s. a 
year valuation holding. If they visualised 
the problem in that way their discussions 
would be a lot more fruitful. Anything that 
could be done for fisheries would only affec+ 
a small proportion of the people. 

The bigger proportion of these people were 
farmers and always must be farmers in a 
very small way. If ever there was to be a 
very big development in fisheries, that 
development must take place not only en the 
Western seaboard but in régard to other sea- 
boards.

The purchase of 
boots and shoes, which came to £415,345 
in 1927; came to £518,229 in 1928, while 
the imports of hosiery increased from 
£211,907 to £259,852. Wooden manu- 
factures also show an increase from 
£116,992 to £119,861, and the only reduc- 
tions. are in the cases of soap, which fell 
from £90,062 to £67,969, and of women’s 
and girls’ costumes, which fell from 
£182,120 to £162,655. On balance ‘the 
increase in the import of protected 
articles far exceeds the reductions. It is 
true that the figures‘ for three months 
hardly constitute a fair criterion, but 
comparison with the corresponding period 
of last year tells its own story. 

However ingeniously the Government’s 
spokesmen may try to justify its tariff 
policy by reference to this new factory 
here and that new factory there, its own 
figures show fairly conclusively that, with 
very “few exceptions, the import duties 
operate almost entirely as revenue pro- 
ducers. From the economic point of view 
nothing could be more vicious. While the 
‘Government is engaged in its fiscal ex- 
periments, the agricultural industry, on 
which everything depends, is languishing. 
Instead of forcing the farmer to pay more 
for his boots and clothes, thus increasing 
his already high production costs, the 
Government ought to do everything in its 
power to ease his burden. His needs are 
not very exacting; but as the man who, 
“in. the long run, bears the whole weight 
of the national taxation, he has a right 
to demand some consideration. As Mr. 
J. F, O'Hanlon, of Cavan, pointed out in 
Dáil Eireann last week, Mr. Blythe's 
Budget this year takes absolutely no heed 
of ibe farmer's ‘requirements, It ignores 
the most important section of the com- 
munity.

The Bible. 


A few days ago the Prime Minister of 
England discussed the mystery of ‘‘ best 
sellers ’’—-the inexplicable vogue of some 
novels tiat have neither genius nor style. 
He was in happier mood yesterday when 
he presided at the annual meeting of the 
British and Foreign Bible Society ; for its 
report told him that the best book in the 
world was still the “ best seller’? through- 
out the world. The Society has published 
editions of the Scriptures in more than 
five hundred languages. Last year it 
issued 9,900,000 copies. In most countries, 
including Great Britain, the circulation 
is increasing. The report says that for 
every one copy of the Revised Version the 
Society sells no fewer than eighty-six 
copies of the Authorised Version. As Mr. 
Baldwin said yesterday, ‘‘there is 
nothing that can take the place of the 
Authorised Version in the affections of 
the English people.” We know that all 
the Protestant Churches in Ireland 
cherish a like loyalty to the Authorised 
Version. The English-speaking peoples 
are bound by a tradition, which has be- 
come almost an instinct, to the Book’s 
noble language, and our impatient wonder 
is stirred by every proposal to. reform it. 
Those who would reshape the language of 
Bible or Prayer-book may be pious persons 
and good scholars, but they seek to break 
what they could not build, and they insult 
alike the plain man’s intelligence and his 
taste when they pretend that the grand 
Elizabethan Finglish is beyond his com- 
prehension. Samuel Rogers said that, if 
every copy of the Bible should vanish in 
a night, it would be reconstructed ‘imme- 
diately from millions of faithful memo- 
ries. In other words, millions of minds 
are enriched, from generation to genera- 
tion, by familiarity with the highest 
thoughts expressed in the most splendid 
diction of the English language when that 
language was at its prime. 
language or literature in the world enjoys 
such good fortune. . 

The Bible's supreme function is asa 
messenger of hope to the world; and the 
fact that 9,900,000 copies of its message 
were circulated last year is an answer to 
pessimism, These are days of sad _ per- 
plexity and confusion in religious affairs. 
Churches are divided against themselves. 
Old beliefs are assailed from unexpected 
quarters. Science, as interpreted by some 
theologians, denies ancient faith and 
offers in its stead nothing that can com- 
fort hungry souls. The testimony of 
empty churches and of a contemporary 
literature that is, in the main, frivolous 
or sceptical seems to suggest a steady 
growth of religious indifference. Yet surely 
the continued and increasing circulation 
of the Bible gives the lie to these fears. 
Men cannot live without religion. In 
Russia, as see to-day, all the 
barbarisms of the Soviet Government are 
failing tosuppressit. The Bible is still the 
“best seller’? among the world’s books 
because it ministers to an immortal hope 
that no perplexity, no disappointment, no 
disgust at the wranglings of ecclesiastical 
authority can banish from the human 
heart. If that hope were extinguished 
to-morrow, the world to-morrow would be 
a watch without a main-spring; for the 
world’s vital work is inspired now, as 
always, by faith in God. Mr. Baldwin 
made a striking confession of it yesterday. 
He said that, if he did not believe that 
some day—‘‘ may be a million years 
hence ’’—the Kingdom of God.. would 
spread over the whole world, ‘‘ then I 
could have no hope and do.no work, and 
I would give my office over this morning 
to anyone who would take it.” That is 
the faith which still unites simple men of 
all the Christian creeds in the service of 
God.and of mankind, and. so long as it 
exists the Bible will be the “ best seller ” 
among books. 


IIIILIAIIIILI— EL 
Progress in Nigeria. 


Tt comes as a surprise to most readers 
to learn that Nigeria—the principal British 
West African colony—is seven times as 
large as England. Nigeria has ‘more in- 
habitants than Canada, Australia and 
New Zealand put together. Major Walter 
Elliott, M.P., recently visited the colony 
on the invitation of the Nigerian Govern- 
ment, and describes in The Times his im- 
pressions. He recalls the fact that, when 
Joseph Chamberlain became Colonial 
Secretary in the last decade of the last 
century, Britain was on the verge of 
abandoning this territory. Chamberlain, 
however, secured the adoption of his far- 
seeing policy of developing the great 
estates of the Crown ; and he, by adminis- 
tration, by research, and, where necessary, 
by arms, brought about the order which 
prevails in the West African Colonies 
today. In Nigeria 20,000,000 natives, of 
a warlike stock, live peacefully, and are 
governed and regulated by a power which 
has at its hand no more than the’ West 
African Frontier Force, four battalions 
strong, wholly recruited from the country 
itself. All the four West African Colonies 
are developing apace, in civilisation and in 
economic wealth. The Gold Coast has out- 
stripped Nigeria. In 1906 it exported 
cocoa to the value of £330,000; in 1996 it 
exported over nine million pounds’ worth.

Of all medisval books of travel there is 
none, perhaps, to rival in romance and 
curious interest that in which the Vene- 
tian, Marco Polo, described his journeys 
to the court of Kubla Khan. Brigadier- 
General Sir Percy Sykes, writing in The 
Nineteenth Century and After, describes 
part of the Polos’ itinerary as he has 
found it to-day. In 1260 two Venetian 
merchants, established at Soldaia in the 
Crimea, travelled to Bokhara, and thence, 
on the invitation of emissaries of the 
great Khan, across Asia, to the. court. 
The journey there and back occupied the 
greater part of nine years. In 1271, taking 
with them the youthful Marco, they made 
another journey across Ásia? The youth 
described all that he saw and all that he 
heard, filling a book with marvels often 
incredible, yet annotated with shrewd 
speculations. He tells how the party came 
to Hormos—Milton’s Ormus—on the Per- 
sian Gulf; and Sir Percy Sykes shows 
that the Venetians more than once 
crossed the route of Alexander. The Polos 
took refuge from brigands at ““ Cono- 
salmi,” which now is identified with 
Salmous, where Alexander made his 
standing camp. On the high Pamirs the 
Polos discovered ‘‘a great lake between 
two mountains,” which, when rediscovered 
by a British traveller, was named Lake 
Victoria. In Kashgar, Marco found 
beautiful gardens, vineyards and cotton 
crops, and he met Nestorian Christians. 
“ During my residence at Kashgar as 
Consul-General,”’ says Sir Percy Sykes, 
“I made repeated inquiries as to any 
traces of this Christian community. I 
could only discover one surviving custom, 
which was that, if a horse is not sold at 
a fair, its owner makes the sign of the 
cross on its forehead, to prevent its luck 
being spoilt.’” At Yarkand Marco found 
goitre prevalent, ** arising from some 
quality in their drinking water.” The 
malady is prevalent still.

LABOUR MEMBER AS 
DEPUTY-SPEAKER. 
THE GAELTACHT

The Gael had a field day in Dail 
Éireann yesterday, It is doubtful if he 
is any the better for it. In the first round 
—the matter of the election of a Depuiy- 
Speaker—he. was undoubtedly worsted, 
The House, by a majority of thirty, 
elected Mr. Daniel Morrissey, Labour 
Member for Tipperary, whose knowledge 
of Irish, if any, is of the slightest. 

That occupied a trifle over two and a 
half hours. For the remaining five and 
a quarter hours+-the House sitting with 
dogged determination until 10.30 p.m.— 
we were occupied with the plight of tlie 
Gaeltacht, and we left the Gaeltacht 
very much as we found it, a profitless dis- 
cussion slopping over into to-day and 
threatening to ontinue interminably. 


THE NATIONAL LANGUAGE. 

On the Fianna Fail side, Mr. Frank 
Aiken, advocating Mr. John T. O’Kelly’s 
claim for the position of Deputy-Speaker, 
made great capital out of Article Four 
of the Constitution-which says: “The 
national language. of the Irish Free State 
is the Irish language, but the English lan- 
guage may be equally recognised as an 
official language.” It is possible that Mr. 
Aiken is a fluent Irish speaker, but he 
has never used the language in the Dail; 
and Mr. de Valera, who uses the lan- 
guage, did not think of Clause Four when 
making the case for Mr. O’Kelly’s 
election. 

Mr. Aiken also said that Irish-speaking 
deputies had to write out their Gaelic 
speeches for the official reports because 
there was no official reporter who knew 
the language. This, of course, is quite 
incorrect. The Gaelic speeches are taken 
down by. competent shorthand writers who 
know both the Connaught and the Mun- 
ster dialects, but, in view of the idiosyn- 
cracies of Irish speakers and the amount 
of room that the language seems to give for 
individual. pronunciation and spelling, it 
is possible that the official scribes may 
not have given satisfaction. It would be 
interesting to know Mr. Aiken’s qualifica- 
tions as a judge of the language which 
he does not use—at any rate, in the 
Dail. 


er FAILS. 


TACT. 

Mr. de Valera opposed the election of 
Mr. Morrissey, and recommended the 
election of Mr. O'Kelly, mainly on the 
question of the language.. He got a 
laugh, which he could. have done with- 
out, by suggesting that one of Mr. 
O*Kelly’s mérits was tactfulness. 
Habitués of the Dail were puzzled by 
the fact that Labour had picked one of its 
minor lights, Mr. T. J. Murphy (Cork 
West), to propose the’ election of Mr. 
Morrissey, but he did it very well. He 
anticipated the language argument, and 
stressed the fact that what was really 
wanted in a Deputy-Speaker was a know- 
ledge of procedure. Mr... Morrissey 
presumably had this knowledge, having 
been a member of the Dail since 1922, 
and the opposition candidate lacked it, 
despite the fact that he had been con- 
nected with earlier Dails, 


THE OFFICIAL ATTITUDE. 
The speech of the Minister for Finance, 
himself an Irish speaker, on behalf of the 
non-Irish-speaking candidate, was one of 
the most feeble efforts that ever emanated 
from the Government benches. It did 
not ring true; one felt that he recognised 
the fact that-all the logic was on the 
side of Fianna Fajl—which it was—and 
that he was. trying’ to make the best of 
a bad case. Listening to Mr. Blythe, it 
was borne in on one that a more clear- 
cut definition of the Government's atti- 
tude towards the language was impera- 
tive. 
Captain Redinond left no doubt as to 
his attitude on the matter, and the 
Government might profit by his words if it 
has the courage “I have always main- 
tained,’ said the Captain, “that, much 
as I am in favour of the propagation of 
the Irish language, it should never be 
made an essential subject for an appoint- 
ment which is not concerned with the 
Irish language.” 
Well, if is a moot point whether or 
not the office of Deputy-Speaker is 
concerned with the Irish language. It 
transpired during the debate that there 
were twenty-eight deputies who might 
essay a speech in the Gaelic and. that 
there were only about. half-a-dozen who 
used the language with any frequency in 
the debates, : : 


THE DANGER. 
Tt was suggested, rather naively, by the 
Minister, that a naughty member of the 
Opposition might take advantage of the 
Deputy-Speaker’s lack of the language to 
make very unparliamentary remarks in 
the vernacular, but this was about the 
only justification for having a Deputy- 
Speaker who knew Irish He missed the 
priceless opportunity of pointing out that 
no Opposition Gaelic speaker who wished 
to broadcast his remarks would use the 
native tongue. Even Mr. de Valera. one 
of the best Irish speakers in the Dail, 
confined himselg to English in advocating 
the claims of the Irish-speaking candidate. 
The one bright spot in the debate was 
provided by a Government member, Mr. 
J. W. Mongan, who provided the first 
Gaelic interruption to a Gaelic speech in 


the history of the Free State Dail. What 


he said deponeth knoweth not, but one 
(sitting in the outer darkness of the 
King’s English) gathered that Irish was a 


very forceful language on occasion. 


Nothing more spontaneous in the Gaelic 
has ever been heard in the Dail. Tt 


certainly stung the Opposition into a half- 
dozen retorts in the Gaelic, and the 
Speaker, who knows al] about it, called 
nobody to order.

MAYO WILL SUIT SETTLED. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE O’BYRNE.Y 

A settlement was arrived at in a case in 
which John and Edward Shryane, merchants, 
Ballaghadereen, Co. Mayo, sought, as execu- 
tors, to establish the will of Thomas O’Gara, 
a farmer, who lived at Culhagh, Co. Mayo, 
and who died in May of last year, having 
made his will in April. The will was con- 
tested by Michael T. Higgins, farmer, 
Magheraboy, Roscommon, and Miss Margaret 
Higgins, who now reside in New York. The 
dispute, it appeared, was between two 
branches ef the family, one of them being of 
opinion that they did not receive as much 
under the will as tne other branch. The 
testator died possessed of considerable assets, 
over £2,000 being on deposit receipt, and he 
had also two farms and some tenanted land. 
The parties had now arrived at a settlement 
by which all, matters outstanding were 
arranged, the principal beneficiaries having 
consented to pay to the defendants an in- 
creased sum in order to settle the litigation. 

Evidence was given by Mr. L. D. McLean, 
assistant in the office of Mr. Dermot 
MacDermot, solicitor, to the effect that he 
knew the deceased intimately for many years 
and took Iris instructions for his will. ‘Having 
drawn the will, he submitted it for the ap- 
proval of testator, who said that it carried 
out his wishes. He was a man of about 
sixty-five years of age, and was thoroughly 
capable of making a wlil at the time he gave 
the instructions.
